1 . After further consideration and review of Applicant's comments/arguments as 
indicated on page 13 - 14, of his response (01/18/08) and based on current 
amendments of claims, Examiner is hereby placing claims 1 , and 23 - 44 in condition 
for allowance. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest at least: 

"... a cache memory storing alternate instructions for at least one instruction 
stored within the read only memory, each cache line within the cache memory having 
associated therewith one or more selection flags... the cache control logic comparing 
selected information associated with an instruction stored at the address in the read 
only memory with counterpart selected information associated with an instruction stored 
at the address in the cache memory, wherein the selected information and counterpart 
selected information are selected based upon the one or more selection flags 
associated with a cache line corresponding to the address...", in such a manner as 
recited in claims 1 , 32 and 42 , and as best illustrated by FIG. 2. 



Therefore, all remaining claims 1 and 23 - 44 are in condition for allowance.
